TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Nelson  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1951. 

Considering  the  rise  in  the  death  rate  recorded  in 
this  year’s  figures,  it  seems  to  be  desirable  to  consider 
whether  there  is  any  special  danger  to  the  health  of  the 
town  which  could  be  easily  dealt  with,  and  there  are 
two. 

The  harbour  is  polluted  by  sewage,  not  perhaps  as 
seriously  as  50  years  ago,  but  nevertheless  quite 
sufficiently  so  as  to  be  very  noticeable  to  anyone  with 
an  average  sense  of  smell  on  a  warm  day.  In  addition 
to  this  a  continuing  menace  to  the  health  of  this  town  is 
the  existence  of  derelict  undemolished  property 
infested  with  vermin.  Rats  can  carry  plague,  rat-bite 
fever,  a  severe  and  fatal  form  of  jaundice,  a  kind  of 
typhus,  and  germs  of  food  poisoning.  Mice  can  carry 
germs  of  food  poisoning,  ringworm,  and  the  germs  of 
one  kind  of  meningitis.  Bluebottles  and  cockroaches 
assist  the  larger  animals  in  spreading  disease.  It  seems 
a  pity  to  supply  them  with  extensive  and  secure  homes. 

In  a  later  part  of  this  report  reference  is  made  to 
living  a  healthy  life — what  does  this  mean  ?  Not  that 
of  an  invalid,  everyone  else  is  better  for  work  and 
exercise,  but  it  does  mean  some  effort  to  secure  fresh  air, . 
a  good  and  varied  diet,  preferably  entirely  of  freshly 
cooked  food  and  with  a  minimum  of  foods  prepared  and 
made  up  a  long  time  before  being  eaten.  It  does  mean 
avoiding  close,  muggy,  indoor  atmospheres,  and  excess¬ 
ively  late  hours.

Two  ways  of  showing  the  mortality  from  various 
causes  in  the  district  are  used  in  this  report.  From  the 
second  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  diseases  cutting 
life  short  by  a  large  amount  are  comparatively  few  in 
the  current  year.  Affecting  children  are  Whooping 
Cough,  Bronchitis,  Gastro-Enteritis,  Prematurity,  and 
Jaundice  of  the  New  Born. 

Affecting  those  in  middle  life  are  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage,  Coronary  Disease,  and  Pneumonia. 

Disease  of  the  arteries  is  often  now  associated  with 
mental  strain,  and  it  seems  odd  that  these  diseases 
should  figure  so  prominently  in  a  holiday  resort  to 
whither  people  come  for  rest  and  relaxation.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  on  public  supply  is 
3,671,  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Whitby  Waterworks 
Company  for  this  and  for  much  of  the  other  information 
which  appears  in  this  section. 

The  principal  water  supply  to  the  town  consists  of 
springs  arising/  on  moorland.  The  water  from  one 
group  of  springs  has  for  a  long  time  been  chlorinated, 
and  the  water  from  these  springs  flows  direct  to  service 
reservoirs  at  Sneaton  Castle.  Water  from  the  other 
two  groups  of  springs  flows  into  a  storage  reservoir  at 
Randymere. 

The  springs  yield  up  to  690,000  gallons  per  day, 
and  the  Randymere  reservoir  holds  13,200,000  gallons 
of  water,  and  the  service  reservoir  at  Sneaton  Castle 
holds  1,500,000  gallons.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  supply 
is  abundant  for  the  winter  population.  Unfortunately, 
this  water  has  to  be  supplemented  by  water  pumped 
from  Wheeldale  Ghyll  during  the  holiday  season.  This 
water  is  pumped  through  rapid  sand  filters  up  to 
Randymere  reservoir,  and  there  is  an  arrangement 
whereby  during  times  of  acute  shortage  the  reservoir 
can  be  by-passed. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1950  reference  was  made 
to  the  concern  felt  because  of  the  presence  of  B.  Coli 
(organisms  indicating  animal  pollution)  in  the  water 
during  summer,  and  to  the  installation  of  temporary 
chlorinators.  Very  serious  concern  was  felt  when  in 
1951  the  same  situation  recurred.  Owing  to  delays  in 
delivery  new  permanent  chlorinating  apparatus  had  not 
then  been  installed.  Your  Medical  Officer  felt  that  if 
harmless  B.  Coli  were  present  in  the  water  dangerous 
organisms  from  the  same  type  of  source  could  be,  and 
the  most  urgent  representations  were  made  to  the 
Water  Company.  He  wishes  to  record  his  gratitude  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  who  all  supported  him  so 
warmly  in  this. 

After  meeting  the  Urban  District  Council’s  repres¬ 
entatives  the  Water  Company  decided  immediately  to 
instal  those  items  of  equipment  which  had  already  been 
received  to  see  if  they  could  deliver  that  very  steady 
stream  of  chlorine  which  is  necessary  if  perfectly  safe 
water  is  to  be  obtained  without  destroying  its 
palatability.  This  was  done  and  worked,  if  anything, 
better  than  they  had  hoped,  so  that  at  the  time  of 
writing,  water  is  delivered  of  a  quality  both  for  safety 
and  palatability  which  can  hardly  be  surpassed. 
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RESULTS  OF  WATER  SAMPLES. 


From  the  9th  January  to  the  16th  July,  1951,  14 
water  samples  were  taken,  13  of  which  were  Class  I.  and 
one  Class  II.

TUBERCULOSIS,  1951. 

During  the  year  10  males  and  4  females  were 
notified  as  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  3  males 
and  3  females  as  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Two  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year,  1  male 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  female  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  is  well  above  the 
average,  due  to  a  visit  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
in  June,  1950,  when  a  number  of  cases,  mainly  quiescent, 
were  detected.  The  following  figures  refer  to  the

The  great  value  of  this  particular  visit  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  service  seems  to  lie  in  warning  a  number 
of  people  that  they  should  be  particularly  careful  to 
lead  a  healthy  life,  and  we  may  reasonably  hope  that 
if  they  heed  the  warning  they  should  escape  the  need  to 
lie  in  bed,  perhaps  in  a  sanatorium,  for  long  periods.

mothers,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection. 

Home  Nursing. 

Nurse  S.  E.  M.  Toy,  of  8,  Langdale  Terrace,  Whitby 
(Tel.  No.  Whitby  773),  is  employed  by  the  North  Riding 
County  Council  for  the  purpose  of  attending  persons 
who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes.  When 
required  her  services  are  called  for  by  the  family 
doctor. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are  undertaken  by 
the  family  doctors.  A  few  mothers  who  find  it 
inconvenient  to  attend  their  own  doctor’s  surgery  come 
to  the  Clinic,  Grape  Lane,  Friday  morning  at  11  a.m. 
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During  the  year  under  review  the  numbers  dealt  with

Ambulance  Services.

Sitting  cases  are  conveyed  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service,  a  voluntary  service  which  is  most  efficiently 
managed  locally  by  Miss  E.  F.  Bruce.  Requests  for  cars 
are  accepted  from  doctors  and  hospitals  when  there  is 
a  medical  need  for  a  patient  to  travel  by  car. 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  15  cases 
in  the  Urban  District  received  assistance  during  1951. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends 
on  income,  and  necessary  expenses,  and  varies  from  a 
possible  full  rate  of  2s.  6d.  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  are  administered  direct 
by  the  County  Council.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

See  pages  8  and  9. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

The  district  is  as  far  as  possible  adequately  covered 
by  a  sewerage  system.  The  main  disposal  point  is  to 
sea,  the  remainder  into  tidal  water  just  below  the 
Ruswarp  Dam.  This  latter  system  cannot  be  a  very 
satisfactory  method,  as  crude  sewage  enters  the  river 
in  shallows,  which  does  not  give  adequate  clearance  at 
all  times.  The  small  disposal  plant  at  Briggswath,  due 
to  levels,  cannot  take  all  connections  in  that  area,  and 
the  sewer  crossing  the  river  from  Carr  Hill  to  the  Rural 
District  Council’s  plant  is  under  pressure,  so  these  low- 
lying  premises  are  again  denied  sewers.  It  seems  a  pity 
that  these  few  premises,  surrounded  as  they  are  by 
properly  sewered  premises,  cannot  have  some  form  of 
sewerage  to  enable  them  to  enjoy  normal  amenities, 
which  in  these  days  should  be  considered  a  bare 
essential. 

Progress  has  been  maintained  in  providing 
sewerage  for  Ewe  Cote,  and  1952  should  see  this 
completed. 

It  is  good  to  note  that  during  1952  some  attempt  is 
to  be  made  to  repair  the  sewer  which  runs  from  Virgin 
Pump  Ghaut  to  the  Pumping  Station.  An  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  harbour  at  low  tides  shows  that  there  are 
still  many  foul  water  drains  flowing  direct  into  the 
harbour. 

There  are  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  some  4,925 
water  closets  and  38  pail  closets.  Eleven  of  these  pail 
closets  are  not  within  reasonable  distance  of  a  drain  or 
sewer. 

Eleven  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets, 
and  35  additional  water  closets  were  provided  in  old 
property.  Eighteen  new  houses  were  completed,  each 
having  a  separate  water  closet. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Esk  is  tidal  to  Ruswarp  Dam,  and  there  is  no 
known  case  of  crude  sewage  entering  the  river  above 
the  Dam.  In  the  tidal  waters,  below  the  Dam, 
pollution,  as  mentioned  in  “  SEWERS  AND  DRAINS,” 
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does  take  place  and  is  theoretically  cleared  by  tides. 
This  is  hardly  borne  out  when  one  examines  the  mud 
banks  at  low  tides,  when  conditions  are  such  that  leave 
much  to  be  desired. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware  the  Rivers  Pollution  Acts  have 
no  jurisdiction  over  tidal  waters,  and  in  this  respect 
I  believe  the  Act  falls  short,  insofar  as  exposed  mud 
banks  at  low  tide,  which  are  polluted,  must  be  a  greater 
source  of  nuisance  and  perhaps  danger  than  a  full  or 
fast-flowing  continuous  stream  of  water. 

SHOPS. 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  carry  out  a  compre¬ 
hensive  survey  of  all  the  Shops  within  the  town,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  1950  Shops  Act.  In  one  instance 
exemption  has  been  given  for  the  provision  of  Sanitary 
Accommodation. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  three  Camping  Sites  within  the  Area, 
which  were  visited  13  times  during  the  year. 

Advice  has  been  tendered  to  owners  to  enable  them 
to  comply  with  the  new  Regulations  adopted  last  year, 
and  a  notable  reduction  in  the  number  of  converted  bus 
bodies  has  taken  place. 

It  is  expected  that  compliance  in  regard  to  Water 
Supply  and  Sanitary  Accommodation  should  take  place 
in  1952. 

This  type  of  holiday  is  very  popular,  and  one  that  is 
not  very  adequately  catered  for  in  this  Area.  Quite  a 
number  of  Local  Authorities  are  now  owning  and 
administering  their  own  sites,  which  is  good  practice 
from  many  viewpoints,  and  the  suggestion  is  recom¬ 
mended  for  your  consideration. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  Offensive  Trades  registered  within 
the  Area. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  OR  POOLS. 

The  open-air  swimming  pool  on  the  West  Cliff  has 
been  available  during  the  summer,  the  weather 
preventing  very  much  use.  The  administration  changed 
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hands  at  the  opening  of  the  season  and  breakdown  in 
equipment  caused  a  late  opening. 

Periodic  tests  by  the  Lovibond  Comparator  were 
made  to  check  efficient  Chlorination,  and  bacteriological 
and  chemical  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Infectious  Disease  investigations  are  carried  out  by 
the  Department,  and  arrangements  for  disinfection  of 
premises  and  goods  are  put  in  hand  immediately. 

All  library  books  are  disinfected  before  returning 
into  circulation. 

Disinfectant  is  available  free  of  charge  at  New 
Quay  Conveniences,  and  some  87  gallons  were  distri¬ 
buted  in  this  way  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

A  start  was  made  to  implement  the  Special  Report 
on  this  subject,  which  was  presented  in  1949.  Obstacles 
in  the  way  of  siting  have  cropped  up  and  caused 
considerable  delay  in  the  programme,  though  it  is  hoped 
that  completion  will  take  place  before  the  1952  holiday 
season. 

It  was  decided  to  abandon  the  provision  of  a 
convenience  in  St.  Hilda’s  Terrace,  due  to  siting 
difficulties. 

When  the  scheme  is  completed  the  Public 
Conveniences  within  the  town  will  be  as  follows  : —

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Each  of  the  new  conveniences  contains  a  wash 
basin  for  free  use,  and  will  be  of  great  assistance  to 
outside  food  handlers  in  the  interests  of  hygiene. 
Quite  an  amount  of  work  is  entailed  in  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  Public  Conveniences,  but  the  work  is 
justified  insofar  as  the  appearance  of  these  places  is 
used  as  a  criterion  to  judge  the  general  cleanliness  of 
the  town. 

The  installation  in  1948  of  a  laundry  plant  to  wash 
towels  used  in  Conveniences  has  proved  a  great  boon. 
A  stock  of  about  200  dozen  towels  is  maintained,  and 
two  part-time  laundresses  are  employed  during  the 
summer  season. 

It  is  surprising  that  a  uniform  national  standard  of 
external  colouring  has  not  been  adopted  for  Public 
Conveniences  which  would  avoid  the  multitudinous 
direction  signs  one  finds  in  all  towns. 

FACTORIES. 

There  are  no  large  industrial  enterprises  in  the 
town,  the  largest  having  less  than  100  employees. 

In  two  instances  attention  was  drawn  by  H.M. 
Factories  Inspector  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  Certificate 
of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire,  and  in  each  case  rectification 
was  immediate. 

Fifteen  Inspections  of  Factories  were  made,  and 
conditions  found  were  generally  satisfactory. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Industrial  smoke  gives  rise  to  very  little  concern, 
and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  timed  observa¬ 
tions  where  complaints  have  been  received.  Prevailing 
winds  quickly  dissipate  any  atmospheric  pollution, 
though  on  a  still  day  the  air  pollution  from  domestic 
fires  is  considerable. 

VERMIN  INFESTATION. 

The  use  of  Gammexane  and  D.D.T.  solutions 
continues  to  be  successful  in  treating  vermin  infesta¬ 
tions.  In  no  instance  during  the  year  were  bugs  found, 
though  several  cases  of  flea  and  cockroach  infestations 
were  treated  with  success. 

Cockroaches  appear  to  be  very  widespread  in 
distribution,  particularly  in  the  older  houses  of  the 
town. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  trained  operator  is  kept  busily  employed  in 
dealing  with  complaints,  of  which  there  were  62  during 
the  year,  calling  for  191  visits. 

The  services  of  the  man,  which  are  free  to  domestic 
premises,  are  being  used  on  an  increasing  scale,  though 
not  as  much  as  could  be  if  prompt  notification  of 
infestations  took  place. 

The  indications  are  that  mice  and  not  rats  form  the 
major  problem,  and  in  the  near  future  block  surveys 
will  be  undertaken  as  the  only  satisfactory  method  of 
dealing  with  the  problem. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  some  18  additional  houses  have 
been  completed,  8  by  the  Council  and  10  by  private 
enterprise.  No  houses  have  been  closed  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  128  inspected  and  recorded  in 
preparation  for  Clearance  procedure  when  the  time  is 
opportune. 

There  are  some  455  applicants  living  within  the 
Urban  District  who  are  on  the  application  list  for 
Council  houses  and  119  living  outside  the  Urban 
District.  With  the  exception  of  a  few,  the  applicants 
living  within  the  Urban  District  had  all  been  visited 
and  details  of  living  conditions  recorded  for  guidance 
to  the  Committee  dealing  with  lettings. 

An  analysis  of  the  applications  showed  : —

134  applicants  were  without  a  separate  home. 
Seven  applicants  were  living  in  houses  condemned 
prior  to  the  last  war,  and  of  the  remainder  living  in  a 
separate  house,  tenement  or  flat,  the  conditions  of  many 
are  such  as  to  require  immediate  re-housing. 

The  slowness  of  the  House  Building  programme  is 
a  major  problem,  more  particularly  is  this  so  when  the 
present  cost  of  houses  is  such  as  to  require  a  rent  of  35/- 
and  36/6  per  week,  inclusive  of  rates.  The  majority  of 
persons  on  the  list  cannot  afford  such  rents,  and  the 
type  of  houses  at  present  being  built  has  very  little 
immediate  effect  on  the  really  badly  housed  population. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  this  point  has  been  recog¬ 
nised  and  serious  attempt  is  to  be  made  to  produce  a 
cheaper  house  on  the  Mount  Estate. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

With  little  exception  the  collection  service  is  of 
seven-day  frequency,  only  mechanical  breakdown  or 
inclement  weather  disturbing  the  regularity.  Every 
part  of  the  District  is  covered  by  the  service  and  during 
the  holiday  season  extra  collections  are  made  from 
Hotels,  Boarding-houses  and  Cafes  where  requested,  at 
a  charge  of  £1  Is.  Od.  for  each  extra  collection. 
Twenty-eight  premises  were  served  in  this  manner. 
Trade  Refuse  from  business  premises  is  by  way  of  a 
ticket  system  at  3d.  per  bin  after  the  first. 

Three  S.  &  D.  refuse  collection  vehicles,  with  a 
total  carrying  capacity  of  25|  cubic  yards,  and  9  men, 
including  drivers,  are  employed  in  the  collection  of 
refuse.  This  year  it  was  not  possible  to  engage  extra 
staff  for  the  seasonal  work,  and  overtime  had  to  be 
reluctantly  resorted  to  in  order  to  keep  to  schedule. 

The  cost  of  the  collection  service  for  the  Financial 
Year,  1951/52  was  £4,347.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
mechanical  separation  and  incineration,  and  during  the 
year  some  2,746  loads  were  treated.  Some  282  loads  of 
refuse  brought  in  by  local  traders  were  also  dealt  with. 
Separated  materials  were  sold  and  are  fully  shown 
under  “  SALVAGE.” 

Five  men,  including  the  disposal  vehicle  driver,  are 
engaged  on  this  work,  and  a  full-time  mechanic  is 
employed  for  vehicle  and  plant  maintenance.  Refuse 
from  adjacent  parts  of  the  Whitby  Rural  District  are 
dealt  with  at  the  plant,  and  some  155  loads  were 
received  for  treatment.  A  tip  for  unsaleable  screen¬ 
ings  and  for  emergency  is  available  at  Brook  House 
Farm  and  a  tip  at  Abbot’s  Road  is  available  for 
materials  not  suitable  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  plant. 
This  latter  tip  now  presents  a  much  tidier  appearance 
than  in  the  past,  and  no  serious  complaints  of  its 
condition  have  been  received. 

Protective  clothing  in  the  way  of  two  boiler  suits 
per  annum  are  provided  for  all  men  engaged  on  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  and  waterproof  clothing  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  outdoor  staff. 

The  estimated  net  expenditure  on  Refuse  Disposal, 
after  deducting  Salvage  Income,  etc.,  is  £2,531  for  the 
Financial  Year  1951/52, 
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SALVAGE. 

As  was  envisaged  last  year  the  increased  demand 
for  salvage  in  practically  the  whole  group  of  recovered 
materials  has  been  maintained,  and  prices  have  risen  to 
heights  which  surpass  any  of  the  war-time  figures.  The 
total  income  of  £3,792  18s.  9d.  is  a  record,  and  is  a 
welcome  source  of  revenue  in  these  days  of  ever- 
increasing  expenditure.

The  only  unsatisfactory  figure  in  the  above  table  is 
the  return  for  Kitchen  Waste.  There  has  been  a 
general  decline  in  uprisings  since  the  War  Years,  when 
110  tons  were  collected  in  1944.  The  collection  of 
Kitchen  Waste  by  means  of  Communal  Bins  in  streets 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  from  a  hygienic  point  of  view 
and  many  complaints  are  received.  Individual  buckets 
at  each  premises  with  regular  collections  is  the  only 
proved  solution  as  far  as  hygiene  is  concerned,  but 
whether  the  cost  of  providing  buckets  and  cost  of 
collection  would  be  merited  by  the  increased  income 
is  a  debatable  point. 

Paper,  which  shows  an  average  price  of  about  £18 
per  ton  over  the  year,  against  £6  or  £7  per  ton  in  all 
the  years  since  1941,  is  the  money  spinner  of  Salvage. 
Situated  as  we  are  with  100  per  cent,  disposal  of  refuse 
by  separation  and  incineration,  the  amount  of  paper 
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which  is  disposed  of  by  placing  in  dustbins  is  displayed 
to  advantage  as  the  refuse  passes  over  the  picking  belt 
after  all  dust  and  cinders  have  been  extracted  ;  the 
amount  has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed.  Most  of  this 
paper  is  wasted  by  reason  of  being  soiled,  and  by  a  little 
more  care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  people  who  have 
paper  to  dispose  of  would  add  considerably  to  this 
source  of  income. 

The  weight  of  recovered  materials  returned  to 
industry  or  agriculture  is  in  the  region  of  50  per  cent, 
of  refuse  handled. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

SUPPLIES. 

MILK. 

The  dual  control  of  milk  production  and  distribu¬ 
tion,  as  laid  down  in  the  existing  legislation,  has  now 
settled  down,  and  due  to  active  co-operation  with  the 
local  Ministry  officials  a  degree  of  satisfaction  has  been 
achieved.  The  arrangements  for  submitting  copies  of 
all  milk  sample  results  to  the  local  Officer  who,  when 
unsatisfactory  results  have  shown,  has  taken  the  matter 
up  with  the  producer  has  had  the  desired  result.  One 
cannot  help  the  feeling,  however,  of  shouldering  one’s 
responsibilities  on  to  another  person  instead  of  being 
able  to  complete  the  whole  cycle  of  work. 

It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  the  Regulations  do 
not  prevent  the  retail  of  milk  from  hand  cans.  This  is 
a  practice  which,  from  a  hygiene  point  of  view,  has 
nothing  to  commend  it.  This  state  of  affairs  could  be 
rectified,  however,  if  householders  insisted  on  their  milk 
being  bottled  and  sealed  in  a  registered  dairy,  thus 
reducing  risk  of  contamination  during  delivery. 

In  my  travels  through  the  town  a  common  sight  is 
that  of  bottles  and  jugs  of  milk  left  on  doorsteps  in 
direct  sunlight  and  subject  to  fouling  by  animals. 
This  is  not  always  the  milk  roundsmen’s  fault,  and  I 
would  like  to  see  at  all  households  places  set  apart  for 
the  reception  of  milk,  nicely  shaded  and  away  from  the 
depredations  of  animals. 

Sampling  of  milk  has  again  been  pursued  with 
vigour,  and  some  111  samples  were  taken  in  the  course 
of  delivery  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  3  of  which 
failed  to  reach  the  laboratory.  34  samples  were  taken 
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and  examined  for  presence  of  tubercular  organisms, 
and  5  samples  were  submitted  for  the  phosphatase  test. 

Of  the  108  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test, 
65  were  satisfactory  and  43  unsatisfactory.  The  43 
failures  were  made  up  as  follows  : — 18  out  of  45  in  the 
5|  hour  period,  i.e.,  November  1st  to  April  30th,  and  25 
out  of  53  in  the  4|  hour  period,  i.e.,  May  1st  to  October 
31st. 

The  high  proportion  of  “  failures  ”  is  due  to  the 
technique  of  sampling,  which  is  a  weekly  sample  until 
a  satisfactory  result  appears,  which  in  some  instances 
runs  to  3  or  4  “  failures  ”  in  succession  until  the  trouble 
is  located.  Of  the  34  samples  submitted  and  examined 
for  the  presence  of  tubercular  organisms  one  only 
proved  positive,  and  the  offending  animal  was  removed 
from  the  herd. 

All  5  samples  examined  by  the  Phosphatase  Test 
proved  satisfactory  pasteurisation. 

MEAT. 

All  slaughterhouses  within  the  area  have  been 
closed  since  1940,  and  no  slaughtering  of  food  animals 
except  cottagers’  pigs  takes  place.  Scarborough  con¬ 
tinues  to  supply  all  meat  to  the  local  Allocation  Depot, 
which  is  far  from  being  a  satisfactory  method. 

The  decline  in  the  art  of  slaughtering  and  dressing 
food  animals  is  apparent  by  a  glance  over  the  dressed 
carcases  arriving  at  the  Allocation  Depot,  and  the  loss 
of  meat  by  bad  dressing  and  slaughtering  must  be 
considerable. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Four  premises  only  are  concerned  with  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  ice  cream,  one  using  the  Cold  Mix  Method 
and  the  other  three  complete  Heat  Treatment.  Full 
compliance  with  the  Regulations  in  each  of  the  manu¬ 
facturers  is  observed.  43  premises  are  registered  for 
the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream.  The  majority  of 
these  premises  retail  pre-packed  ice  cream  only. 

Whilst  from  a  hygienic  point  pre-packed  ice-cream 
may  be  the  best  method  of  retailing  this  product,  the 
litter  left  after  the  discard  of  wrappers  is  a  major  head¬ 
ache  to  the  Cleansing  Staff,  particularly  in  a  seaside 
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resort.  It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  such  an 
intensive  sampling  procedure  as  in  the  previous  year 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  and  16  samples  were  taken, 
mainly  of  the  locally  produced  product.

Ice  Lollies  continue  to  be  increasingly  popular,  and 
I  feel  that  this  product  should  be  governed  as  is  Ice 
Cream. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

As  is  necessary  in  a  seaside  resort,  considerable 
time  is  spent  in  visiting  the  retail  food  shops,  and  food 
preparing  premises  and  kitchens.  Conditions  found 
are  not  always  of  the  best,  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  educational  work  is  necessary  to  instil  hygiene 
practices  into  food  handlers. 

A  striking  point  emerges  from  these  visits,  and  that 
is  the  unhandiness  of  many  premises.  Businesses 
which  have  started  years  ago  in  a  small  way  have 
increased  and  added  premises  have  been  taken  over  to 
cope  with  increased  trade.  This  reduces  the  ability  of 
the  owner  to  exercise  proper  supervision  over  his  staff, 
to  the  detriment  of  his  product.  Without  complete 
rebuilding,  it  is  an  impossible  task  to  achieve  ideal 
conditions,  and  one  looks  forward  to  a  time  when 
restrictions  will  be  relaxed  to  enable  much  of  the 
desired  work  to  proceed.

The  amount  of  canned  ham  condemned  is  sufficient 
to  cause  comment,  as  it  was  all  imported  and 
expensive  :  if  the  loss  both  in  food  and  cash  value  has 
been  repeated  in  proportion  throughout  the  country  as 
a  whole  the  total  figure  must  be  rather  staggering  were 
it  published. 

During  August,  when  the  examinations  were  at 
their  height,  the  Ministry  of  Food  were  notified,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  total  figures  were  also 
forwarded 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  canned 
ham  is  not  a  sterile  product,  as  most  canned  foods  are, 
and  it  is  essential  that  in  all  its  stages  of  transport  and 
storage  it  should  be  kept  in  refrigerators.
